KANGAROO ISLAND. 
(Tram thr StnitAtr* AitttraUsH.) 
DcmNC the recent expedition by Mr. 
Tolrncr, Inspector nf Police, with a partv 
of men, to Kauenroo Island, * Rrriit deal 
ofinfonrialton wat collected respecting it, 
wbieh wb now propose to communicate to 
th* public. 

In order to ra*k« the narrative si per- 
tptcuoua ■■ possible, we that! commence 
by • d«»criptMio of the various point* at 
which lelliementt or stations hire been 
made. Kangaroo Island in nearly divided 
into two by what it called Amerirm River, 
expanse of tea water running up 
*bout fifteen miles from Mepean liny. A 
neck of land eliuut ■ mile ncrois arpnrales 
it from tht Southern Ocean. This river 
or inlet it milei arenas. On the 

eastern side there St n shoel, about sit 
mil™ in le 11 pi 1 1 by two in bread ill, called 
American Beach. In all oilier parti the 
depth ranjp-i from four to six fathoms. 
At font Morrison, on the western tide, 
the coast ritet in hip), blulT., and the 
rhrer formi k perfectly life harbour in all 
wtndt, and for vesselt of (he largest tit*. 
Thiai* reported on the information of Mr. 
DowMtt, of the done /Yiijnwu, who cx- 

Cued hii surprise that thit admirable 
hour, ao easily accessible, and to im- 
portant to vessels in tbe nr if: hlwiiri inserts 
ID rate of a pate, wat not better known. 
Close (o Morrison's Point several whales 
hare been aero, whirh it a good proof of 
deep water. At thit point, we war here 
mention, there is a matt extraordinary 
tcho, which distinctly reverberates sound's 
four or flv* lime*. Near to the head of 
tlw inlet ia the talt lagoon from which all 
the talt that hat been teat to Port Ade- 
laid; wat taken. 

The eastern part of fh* island, divided 
by the isthmus we hare menlioned, may 
be called llie head, and ihe western pari 
the bod j of the island, Ihe proportion of 
aiae between them being aitnitar to thoae 
irta in the animal crcalion. The head of 
■ Island contain* only two stations, 
namely. Hog Jlaj about twelre miles to 
tbe cast of that river, and Ante Clmmber 
or Creek Hay a poo the cosit in llickslairs 



At Creek Bay it acttlrd a person 
named Nat Thomas, who has been on the 
bland I7yeari. He hat pit nn excellent 
firm, and a good home and dairy, lie 
baa a herd nf .1(1(1 pals, and "a great 
number of fowls. A river of excellent 
P«ter runt the whole year dote past hit 
bouse. At [hit place there it a consider- 
able extent of pood counlry, and high 
nodularing laud in the interior. Nat 
Thomat hat got a native woman who 
catche* wallaby foe him. Hy her he has' 
three very interetling little rhildrcn, win. 
oombine ihe intelhgeuce of i lie white with 
the activity of the native. 

On the weal aide of American River are 
three houses, one uninhabited, belonging to 
* tnan named Butt, anal her the reaidence 
ol a Mr, Potts, whohns hulll a tmall cutlet 
for (be aalt (rade, in which he hit been 
engaged. The next settlors are two 
there named Gardiner, who are "O em- 
ployed in the talt trade Itiest prrsons 
hare Seated laud tif scrub, and hate ml- 
ueateif rei-ifte.rown eunsuiniiiion. The 
■oil ia excellent, and the crept looked well. 
At Morrison Point lives an old man 
named Jacobs, who hat been seventeen 
years on Che island. 

Further to the westward from American 
Bim, are Kingscole and Thrrewrll Hirer, 
which, though distant sereral miles, may 
be called one settlement, the residents at 
Kingseote having their farms at Threewrll 
River. Thit river it about eight miles to 
the ssulh of Kingscole, and rum idlo 
Kitiitseote Harbour. 

The country in the neighbourhood is 
Mostly covered with deru icrnb i the 
principal rlear Innd is heineen KinjttcuU' 
and Threcwcll Biver, where there are 
some grassy plains about six milrs in 
dreamier* nee. The soil is taltith, and is 
cove red with a silky grass. At Threewrll 
Biver about 100 acres of scrubby laud have 
been cleared, and -10 or oil acres are culti- 
vated . The toil it excellent, and (he crops 
both of corn and vegetables have been 
abundant and good. Thrre arc also * 
number of cattle and coats belonging to 
the chiuth Australian Company and lo the 
lettlers, which cliiei'y tun wild ill (lie 
There is only one horse on tbe 
, but it is big enough foe two, being 
I than seventeen hands high. A road 
between liiagtcote and Thrttwrll River, 
partly along the open plains we have men- 
tioned, was clrarenl by the $outh Anaira" 
lian Company, 't an expense of about 
*i00. At Kings«o(e, as is well knnwn, 
that t'Dmpouy had nt tirst their principal 
establishment. They built runny eifel- 
lent house-t, and hnre tl.t.e still a larva 
amount of property. The whole is in 
charge oi Mr. Wundruffe, The houses at 
Kingscole are built upon the face of n hill 
wbieh is covered with rich grass, and 
nearly clear of limber. There are good 
gardens attached to the houses. The 
whole scene at viewed from the tea, is 
beautiful and pictnretijnc. 

Along the eosst. to the west of Point 
Maredru, settlements fmve been formed 
et Freestone, Usi ratal Reach, St. George' a, 
Bloody Jack's Day, and Western Rivtr, 
tbe latter being nearly due south of Al- 
thoni'a lalaods. At freestone there ia a 
good boat hat boot, and a lirer with good 
water. At DLoodr JacVi Bay thrre is a 
■ice little stream, with t constant supply 
of fresh water. There is also a valley witli 
twenty or thirty aeres of good land 'nearly 
dear ; indeed the sail is eit ftood for se- 
versl milt), from the tea to the hills, and 
the gum scrub is easily cleared. This 
place is at present unoccupied, Mr. Pur- 
cell, the last retideiil, baring been 
drowned, and hit widow Intel* returned 
to the mainland. Western. River is a fine 
turram of water, which lias its sources 
tar in the Interior, end runt the whole 
year : it it navigable for boats during the 
present season a mile up front the bar. 
The entrance into it is most romantic, 
being through nn opening between im- 
mense piles of rojki at |Mnw/&M f«' btglt. 
Inside there ia ■ little bay. Farther up a 
beautiful valley opens out, with excelled 
toil on each bank of the river. The 
eoootry is beautiful, and wooded with 
■pleodid gum trees. Western llirer was 
the resort of Ihe prisunera captured 
the police.

Hiver, anil (he other at Hoyle's Ray, 
tliiriy.flr* miles to (tie west. The party 
at Flnnr Cask have ennght setcml iNi, hut 
the other pittiy have been unsuceessfut. 

In the neigh bodrhood <jf Ktngscote and 
Tliree well River, and on the hijih table 
land in the centre of the body of the 
island, are a number of fresh and salt 
lakes, or lagoons, of eonsidrrahlr extent, 
in the course of one dm- the notice sxw a 
Kreat number of Inkes, and lell in with 
three fresh ones, one of them is called 
Bush Lagoon, another Unck lagoon, and 
the largest, which is six milrt in rircmrf 
frrencr, is callsd Mnrrell's l.« ftwm . t»n 
(line lagoons were va»l nnm bets of gecve, 
swstis, ducks, mid oilier wsler fowl, The 
hunks of ihe Ingoutis are lined by a brans i. 
fill tract ef fine grassy laud, entered tritn 
>hrubs, abonl a quarter vf a mile in 
breadth, behind which is a liplil anil 
covered with low gum scrub. Tins arruh 
generally prevails In the interior. There 
are but tew trees, and these chiefly the 
oak. On tome of the ridges of the 'hills, 
however, an foresli of Irces willi hare 
stems fifty or tisty feet high, tnd lulled 
at the top Hie the palm, but wlih aniall 
leavea like those of the lir, The lower 
parla ol these ridges are covered wi(h tha 
pricklv acacia, and dead wood. Tliere 
are also great pliim, envcred will) the 
gtnas Iter, ttom six inches In nine or (en 
feel in height, mingled with tcruh. Inside 
of (he leavea ol (hegrasa tree ia a pulp, 
which wanderers cat when at a l«aa lor 
food. They also eat the cactus, and relish 
much a grub which is found in (he larger 
gum scrub near (be roots of (he plant. 
Hut aa the pulp of the grass tree it a 
purgative, people who lire on this " hush 
tare" of the island always get very lean. 
There it also a short scrub, something like 
the tea tree on slip main land, which the 
islanders call their bnsh tea tree. They 
•11 use it by boiling the green learee. It 
is dot unpleasant, psrlirularlv wiih augar 
and milk. It acta medic iiialfv, and puri- 
ties the blood. There is also a small, rer» 
low bush, iipnn, or rather undcT whirh, 
grows a fruit about the site of an English 
currant. This is a delicious fruit, wilh a 
fine acid ; nml ns in aomr plneet it covers 
targe tracts among (he scrub ami prickly 
hush, it might be exported in ttwa. It is 
now iu season. The islanders make pud- 
dings, and excellent jams of it. 

There were twelve black women on ihe 
island, srvrTa] of them Van llicmrn's 
Land nniivea, and (he rest from the 
in "id Is lid of Australia. Thev are generally 
between forty and fifty years of age, anil 
haie been upwards of scven(eri< yencs en 
ihe island, They are of the greutrst ine 
tu the settlers, in catching wallaby, which 
is the principal employment of "many of 
tbrm. Tea of these blacks remain 
constantly in the service of the residents, 
but two' of them hare deserted and 
jw'vJ rmiAwayv and caught wnllihvs for 
llwm. without which, in fscl, they could 
not aubsise, These two, who are called 
" Sal" ami "Sul r ," have Item brought up 
by the police to AueVaide. 

We mny here mei. *js4i*A|l*. .rn ode of 
catching the svallahy, /»v»fs» „ atm 
piece of canvass, with thetlirrada of which 
they make a set of strings eighteen inches 
lung, with a noose. The set is three 
hundred, being the number required to 
make a profit. The wallahyt have 
numerous established pathways' ihroogh 
the scrub, in every part of the island 
and across (hesa snares are placed, 
to that when the wallaby springs along 
die path, lie it almost sure to be eaughi. 
These nouses ihe black women visit at 
day break, and genrcallv return loaded 
abuut nine ov ten o'cluek. Their masters 
skin (he willabri : (he skins are then ex- 
tended on adeks (ill they are drv, and are 
afterwards put op in bundles, litiv in esrh. 
The tails are not skinned ; they arc put in 
boiling water, the hair it then scraped nil. 
thev are then covered with hot ashes, and 
make delicious ruling, Thry are much 
mine delicious llitu (he tails of kangaroos . 
The police fell in with an old man named 
Warlaod, who has been onlhe island twenty 
seven years. He had just returned from 
a ihKe months' cruise nllrr wailsby, and 
had caught I .. '". These were worlii six- 
pence each in Adelaide, so (hat he would 
clear nearly jt Id. These skins suit ad- 
mirably for upper leathers of shoes, for 
which purpote (hey arc freely purchased, 
and are rccknurd superior to kangaroo. 
They are also made iulo ruga and eoata, 
by llie islanders, with sinews drawn from 
the tail of the wallaby. A rug of forty 
skins ia worth forty shillings. 

The itlanders all wear inoenssins, which 
are made hy placing tlic skin oi a fresh 
killed wallnby over (he foot. They sew il, 
anil keep on till dry. 1 1 can then be put 
on and off like a shoe. 

The islanders alto kill sundry settt in 
earrma under the rocks, along the coast. 
Thev all have hosts for the purpose, with 
which (in v enter the caverns, and kill 
(he tealt wilh clubs. The only mortal 
part is tbe nose, which alone they aim at, 
as they may strike and cut at any other 
part without fifed, except spoiling the 
akin. A Ml akin ia worth lOt. Another 
profitable occupation is collecting the eggi 
of the mutton bird on Althorpe Isles. 
Thrse birds til lay eggs on one day in the 
year only, when the islands are actually 
coloured' white with the multitude of eggs. 
These eggs are excellent eating. The 
birds are alio kilted in great numbers with 
sticLs, at they cannot fly well. When 
dried, Ihcy taste like red herringa. 

It ia a circumstance worth recording, 
that M'nrland twenty-seven yean on llir 
( stand ; ■ tnan named Betes twenty years ; 
other awttlera, and (he black women, 
sevsnleen years ; as welt ns tbe more re- 
cent actilers, have never had a day's ill- 
nesi. Indeed, sickness aeems absolutely 
unknown on the island. Another fad, 
regarding the weedier, may be noted : it 
wat remarked by the old settlers, that 
whenever it blew hard during the day it 
was alwaya calm in the evening , and, on 
ibe other hand, when it blew hard during 
the night it became calm in the morning ; 
and a prediction of Nat Thomas to the 
police of h calm at night, when a. atorm 
usmrree) during the day wsm veriHrd. 
1'dey had put out tu sen, and were otdi^d 
,o return, but were maided to tail in the 
cicniug. Tin! settlers alao said Mini when 
the wind blew from the south-east, ihey 
re of settled weather tor a week f 



bat Ik* wind from the contrary direction 
always brought up a heavy swell from the 
ocean, and generally had weatlier. 

Theniattt of Kangaroo Island abound 
wi'h lish, particularly snapper, and some 
of (lie riven also lee in Kith fish. On (lie 
roails arc found very splendid nsutilut 
shells, some of which we have seen. 

Exclusive of the men employed at the 
nthrrici on (he soul It coast, (here are now 
upon Kangaroo Island :t.t white men, Li 
white women, Itl hlaek women, J I white 
children, and .1 half-caste children ; in all 
Hl> souit.

There were pre- 
sent, among i>lhrri, the Lunl I'roroit, (he 
Karl of Selkirk, the Karl uf Strathiuore, 
Lord Rudiven, llnrou t'hadrs l>embtow- 
tki, Msjor-Oeneral Ogilvie, Rear-Admi- 
rals Stodart, &c, 

A detachment of ihe t'arabineeri aud a 
company of the '.'Hih Regiment thrmed Ihe 
guard in the palacr-ymd, which was 
thronged by a large number of apeclators. 
At lio'chv-k (he cavalcade having been 
formed, his Oraee entered hia carriage, 
and proceeded by llegenl-rnad, Waterloo- 
place, Norih-bridgr, and Bigh-s(rMl, to 
the High Church, The IHgb-alvnl was 
lined with n detachment of Carabineers, 
Scuts lirars, and L'ameToninna, and prr- 
seiited a very animated scene.

And, in (he second place, I tr nt you will 
brar wi(h me, while I pour forth to the 
members of tho last Assembly, tu the 
members of this, and to th* Church in 
grurrnl, Ihe expression of my warmest 
gratitude fur tbe compliment paid to me 
iu placing me in the chair, for the indul- 
gence I then riperieneed, and for the 
kindness I liar* tince received.

Tlie 
person I labe the liberty of suggesting to 
the Assembly ia the Her. Ur. John Lee, 
Principal of the University of Edinburgh. 
Dr. Lee has been long known throughout 
ihe Church as being acquainted beyond 
most men wilh the history of tbe Church, 
its antiquities, constitution, and lermt of 
piocedure. To these he has applied hit 
mind wilh mote than common teal, and 
to perfect himself in the knowledge of these 
he tut had ample opportuuitirt during 
the time he has officiated at your table at 
PfincipaHIIerkoltheChnrch. Ditintd- 
ligence, his acuteneta, his readiness in 
applying the matured and well-considered 
forma of our business to the circumstances 
which emerge in lb* eostiae or procedure, 
successive Asarrnbliea have had occasion 
to admire. I forbear enlarging on the 
excellences of his private charsctrr, or on 
hit well known, decided, determiued at' 
tachment to tbe Church of Scotland, its 
constitution, and privileges I should only 
add, (hit hia position as Principal of the 
Cniversity of Edinburgh affotds an addi- 
tional recommeudalLon, which [ am cnufi- 
dent will not be overlooked.

ON THE WHALE risHKRY IN THE 
CHIXESE SEAS, AS CI»\PUCTKH 
BVW. INHABITANTS OF THE 

ft-'mm fte Column! Afi</ricwr far /sute.J 
Hi- a ini. the months of January and 
F*bruary, wtiales and thtir young retort 
to (tie roast of Chin*, to llie southward of 
Hiiilingshiui, iu greet numbers; and during 
those months are pursued by the Chinese 
belonging to ILiinun and (he neighbouring 
islands wiih rousidcrablc auccrts. The 
fish generally seemed to be ia bsd condi- 
tion, and were covered with bsTOacles . 
aud (heir object iu resorting to that part 
nf llir coast during that teaaoii it probably 
to obtain food for themselves tnd yuung 
from the great quantity of squid, cuttle, 
and hiubberrith which abound, and perhaps 
alao to roll un the numerous sand-btnLa 
on the coast, in order to dear their tkin 
ol (he barnacles tnd other animals which 
tovmrist ihein. They at* often seen leap- 
ing more (but their whole length out of 
the water, and coming d™» "!t* ln p*f" 
pendienlarh- -j «j 10 strike htrd against 
(hr juiiom. 

It is an exciting scene to tee these boats 
out, in ties-it of irons .'■(> to 70, scattered 
aver (be bays as fir as thr eye tan reach, 
under full soil cruiiing about in search of 
their prey. Home steer right a-bead with 
tbe crew facing in different directions, ob- 

tsjntng Hi* hosts in their company, ami 
leaving no chance of a apout eteaping un- 

aolieed. Upon olhert, the harpouner may 
be seen leaning over the bow ready to 
strike, and occasionally waving hi* right 
or lei! bond to direct the helmaman alter 
the Ash in its various turnings, ih* strictest 
silence the while being observed. 

The bonis are admirably adapted for 
following up the fish, at they tail well, 
mikelittlenoiseingoingthroughthewater 
and may be turned round and round hi 
half the lime and apace that a foreign boat 
occupies. They ire of different sties : the 
tmallrat are about three tuns, and the 
largest about twenty-five, carrying two 
aniall boils nn her deck, and a crew of 
twelve men, of light draught of water and 
good length, On Ihe bow it a crookpiece 
of limber, tuppsrtcd by a stauncheon, 
which serves at a rest for tbe har- 
poon when not wanted; it enables tbe 
barpoontr to stretch well oxer the bow, and 
tee the fish as tiny pass below the boat. 
In this position they are struck, for the 
weight of lit* harpoon prevents il being 
Ibeown any distance. A beiith* mainmast, 
the deck is rounded ao at lo form the roof 
of llie cabin ; an ill top the whale-line 
is coiled. 

The harpoon hat only on* barb, tnrl 
about filteen inches from the point of the 
iron il is mid* with a socket ; above which 
an eye it wrought, with a cord attached 
to the iron, lo which the whole- 
line ia fastened, and stopped alack 
along the wooden lhaft, to that when the 
fish it struck, the iron and theline tighten*, 
the tbeit drama out. and lenei lest chance 
of the iron cutting oat, or looting ill hold 
or the thin of ih« tith. 

Th* whole line it made ol twiir* hemp, 
and it about sixty or seventy fathoms long, 
and from four la lix inches in circumfe- 
rence, sjrwording to tb* ila* of tht boat. 
Great length of lin* it not requirid by 
them, for then ia shoal -water all along 
the coast for many miles to seaward. One 
end oi the line it fattened round the main- 
matt, tha remainder is coiled away on the 
lop of the house, and earned forward lo 
the harpoon in llie bow, where it i< made 
last, leaving a few fathoma of slack line. 

The band come out of the different 
harbours at daylight, and ipread Ihem- 
aelvet along the coast; at soon as a Fish 
it teen Wowing, away they go iu chase. 
If fortunate enough to get it fait, the 
sail, are lowered, Ihe bight of 
the lin* got *t% the rudder un- 
shipped, tnd the boat allowed to tow 
lusrn faiemott. Tha rest of the fleet, 
swing th* sail lowered, come up to aaaiat ; 
and at tb* bah stow keeps pretty much on 
the aurfaee in it* itmgghi to get »w»y, 
they toon manage to fasten eight or ten 
harpoons into it, and in a couple of hour* 
or so il is dead trom wounds and tb* loss 
of blood. They always strike the flab a 
little behind the blowhole, on Ihe top of 
the back. When the fish it dead, it ia 
lashed olopgside one or two of the boats 
to float it, and lo allow lite othert to make 
their lines fait to the toil, and tow it on 
shore. It ia surprising that th* boats 
ore not twvs in, or 



from their manner of 
llsh, .. e. tailing righl over if 
twin t Inking it; but from the cool 
way in which the Chinese manage the 
whole affair, I hiv* uadonbl lhal persons! 
oeciilenl* occur more seldom than with our 
fishermen. The greatest danger ia when 
two or three wholes are tlrnck together in 
tba same place, and awim round and over 
each other, to as to foul ih* )i H ei, The 
boats or* then drawn agniust each other, 
and over the fish, and run great risk of 
being toon swamped aud ttnre in pieces. 
In on* instance of this sort, that fell under 
my observation, they bad three of their 
boats awarnped, hut managed to clear 
the line*, and kill the fi.h in a moat 
dexteroui manner, after which tome 
of the tpire boats returned, and towed 
the damaged bunt on shore. They had 
no lane* in their bottt, nor in fnct any 
other weapon except the harpoons, which 
Ihey refuted to tell «t any price, All the 
bonis had parti of (he whale's tleth tatted, 
which ihesj used at provisions. They re- 
futed tn giic any account of what nte' I hey 
made of the fish, and in general were not 
disposed to be very civil lu strangers, 
which might arise from jealousy, or of a 
fear of interfering wilh their fisliciy. The 
fish are, I believe, what whalers all the 
righl whale, and were calculated by those 
an board to yield on an average fifty bar- 
rels of oil each. — 8.
